REIGNING BUT NOT RULING 


Americans are sometimes disposed to 


find fault with Europeans, and particu- 
larly Englishmen, for their Ignorance 
regarding governmental affairs.on thts 
side ol the ocean. As a matter of fact, 
for some reason or other, it often seems 
(hat our schools, even our colleges, fail 
to give to their students an adequate 
comprehension 
of 
the 
fundamental 


Principles of the government of the 
British empire. 


It Is difficult for many of us. accus- 


tomed to our written constitution, 
to 


the terms of which we stick as though 
they were the law of the Medea anil 


' Persians, to comprehend that England 


has no constitution. We speak of H as 
being 
a 
constitutionally 
governed 


country, but its constitution Is made up 
wholly of precedent and custom. In 
our own case our constitution may 
only be changed after a slow process 
and with the consent of three-fourths 
of the states. The English constitu- 
tion may be altered over night by 
the 


passing of what might be called a joint 
resolution of tho house of commons 
and the house of lords. 


Under our own form of procedure 


ever}' Joint act of the house o£ repre- 
sentatives and senate is subject to re- 
View and 
overruling by the supreme 


court. An act. once properly passed by 
.the houses of parliament, can never 
be questioned by anj- higher authority 
—except, in theory, the king. 


This brings us to the peculiar posi- 


tion occupied by the king In the Eng- 
lish state. Recently it was reported 
that the king'had. in effect, really in- 
terfered seriously in the 
operations 


of the British government by askln 
pointed question regarding statecraft 
of the prime minister. When it be- 
came known that it was supposed the
